OLD GLORY. 

Starr of tfca Stars aad Strip#* #* 
American Flap. 

The design for the American flag, 
with thirteen stripes of alternate red 
and white and thirteen white stars In 
a blue field, representing the thirteen 
states struggling for Independence, 
was adopted by the Continental con¬ 
gress on June 14, 1777, a little less 
than a year after tbo declaration of 
Independence. Tho first flag of this 
design was made as a specimen for 
tho congress by Retry Ross, a dress¬ 
maker, of Philadelphia. It Is supposed 
that this flag was first unfurled by 
Faul Jones on the Ranger, a vessel of 
the navy to which he had been as¬ 
signed on the day that the resolution 
adopting the design was passed. The 
thirteen stars of the flog of 1777 wers 
arranged In a circle, though no form 
was prescribed officially. This flag re¬ 
mained unchanged until 1794, and then, 
on motion of Senator Bradley of Ver¬ 
mont, which, with Kentucky, had been 
admitted to the Union, it was resolved 
that from nud after May 1, 1795, "the 
flag of tho United Stutes be fifteen 
stripes, alternate red and white; that 
tho union be fifteen stars, white In a 
blue field.” Tin* was the flag used in 
the war of 1812. The act made no 
provision for future alterations In the 
flag, and none was made until 1818. 
Upon the suggestion of Captain Sam¬ 
uel C. Reid of the navy a bill was 
passed on April 4, ISIS, reducing the 
number of stripes In the flag to the 
original thirteen and making the num¬ 
ber of stars equal to the number of 
states. Tho new star for a new state 
is not added to the flag until the Fourth 
of July following the admission of tho 
uew state.—St. Louis Republic.

From consumption ortho 
effects of the long strain scores often 
die by the way and many others at 
the end of the “Voyage." Tho wages 
of the tuen for conducting a return ear- 
go are sometimes ns high as $5,(XH). 
Not only must tho garfla sheiks have 
great courage and endurance, but must 
be trustworthy traders and shrewd dip¬ 
lomats of no small caliber. Many of 
the sultans and chiefs, particularly tho 
Toiiaregs, through whose territories lie 
tho garfla routes, exact not only hom¬ 
age, but tribute, from the garfla Hlw»ik*. 
To bring this tribute within a reason¬ 
able sum and secure a safe conduct re¬ 
quire* extraordinary skill and tact. 
The opportunities for dishonesty afford¬

FEATS OF THE BEAVER 


TIIEIR ABILITY TO CUT TIMBER AND 
HANDLE IT. 

Busiest on Moonlight Nights — Some 1 
times Repairs a Dam in 
the Daytime. 

It is wonderful whut large pieces of 
wood a beaver will move, says u writer 
in Outdoor Life. I have frequently seen 
cuttings of cottonwood large enough for 
fence posts that hud been moved over 
level ground and through underbrush 
tc water several hundred feet away. 

If timber is cut on a bunk where u 
down grade can be had all the way to 
the streams much larger pieces will he 
moved. Beavers are very skilful wood 
choppers and seldom fail to fell a tree 
in fhe right direction; that is, with the 
bulls all pointing toward the trail to 
the stream, and never felling the top 
of one into the top of another. 

Smooth trails are always made from 
the scene of the operations on land lo 
the water and all of the inuterial -is 
carried over them. If the cutting hap¬ 
pens to bo on a slide lull above the 
stream a slide not unlike that surnetimes 
used by lumbermen wilt be mude. 

The cutting of the .large growth stulf 
i* mainly dune in the full und winter: 
willows, small poplars und cottonwoods 
being used 

IN THE SPRING AND,SUMMER. 
After getting down the larger trees the 
branches are all cut off and mude into 
lengths suitable for transporting and 
taken to the water, after which the trunk 
is cut up and as much of it removed as 
possible.

He la Always Popular With tba Masses 
-Called the “Mad Mayer of 


The London Daily Mail, in a sympa¬ 
thetic review of Mr. Chamberlain’s ca¬ 
reer, says: 

The bare outline of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
connection with Birmingham is known 
to everyone; first, os a youth of 18, 
then as a successful manufacturer, a 
social reformer, a prominent education¬ 
ist, a municipal crusader, and lastly, for 
30 years, its political representative. For 
if you ask any Birmingham man who 
Js his member, he will certainly tell you 
“Chamberlain,” though in reality ’he 
only represents one-seventh of the city. 

Mr. Chamberlain did not come to Bir¬ 
mingham a full-grown politician, solic¬ 
iting its suffrages, but a mere lad, who 
shared in its great fight for the fran¬ 
chise, free speech, and education. He 
trained his own powers in a debating 
club so Radical that the honorary sec¬ 
retary proposed they should spend their 
surplus funds “in buying a Tory” to 
oppose them in debate! The triumphs 
of Birmingham were his triumphs, her 
miseries his own burden. in night 
school and Sunday school, In a mission 
in the poorest part of the town, in the 
public house political meeting, among 
elections and would-be electors, always 
maintaining his friendly relations, in 
spite of his ineradicable delight in sa¬ 
tirising und “chaffing” his opponents, in 
the club which he started for his own 
workmen; in a hundred ways, he was 
preparing for his position as the friend 
and leader of the people of Birming¬ 
ham. He was learning his lesson, that 
though no remedy could be found for 
every evil, there was plenty for every 
man to do who wished to leave the 
world a little better than he found it. 

FRIEND OF WORKMEN. 

The workingmen were his personal 
friends. One of them says: “I used 
to follow him round the town to learn 
politics; I was fair smitten with him; 
we was fascinating in his speaking, 
his-wit was natural, and what a coin- 
mon-sense he’s got with him! It was 
a treat to see hm come ffito a public 
house meeting, as smart as could be, 
velvet coat, red tie druwn through a 
ring, with his eyeglass, too; smooth 
face, smooth hair, trim, set up, looking 
like a boy; Just a wax figure he looked. 
You’d never think there could be any 
brains under that dandy get up, not till 
you heard him speak. 

“Chamberlain went for the gas and 
water for the town, and he got them, 
loo. ... It was the landlords as was 
furious with him—they were a nice set, 
and he tiad his work cut out for him. 
The state of I he property was awdul; 
there was a place built up agen us, 
back of our yard, and the sewage 
drained right down into our well, and 
we were drinking it! I told them I 
weren't'going to pay my rent till it 
was put rigid, and I didn’t. And says 
I to myself, ‘If the worst comes to the 
worst, ’ll appeal to Chamberlain, and 
he’ll see me righted.

When he got a letter ad¬ 
dressed to The Mad Mayor of Birming¬ 
ham,’ backed up by a lot of addle-head- 
cd councillors, who sent spies as sani 
tury inspectors into a man’s house, he 
smiled, and reminded the public that 
‘2d. on the Improvement (Scheme) Rate 
was a gigantic and tangible fact!”

IN THE BANK OF A STREAM. 

When a colony of beaver is harassed 
by its enemies or when internal dis¬ 
sensions arise a part or the whole of 
Ihe colony will establish a new home 
some distance away. They lose no lime 
in choosing a weak portion of the river, 
wln re the banks are well wooded, und 
(all at once to work. 

Where life river is rapid one of the 
slow reaches between the rapids is 
ci 10*011 for a dam. The wood is cut 
above Hie damsite, sometimes at quite 
ft distance, and transported to the 
twater, where it can be easily moved 
’down stream. 

'PI,,- sticks urc placed more or less par¬ 
allel to each dlher, so ns to make a com¬ 
pact structure, and Hie continuous pile 
thus resulting extends directly across 
the. stream. 

Mud is continually used to fill the in¬ 
terstices as Hie dam grows in height. 
At some distance up stream the house 
i b now built, ulse of sticks and mud, 
in as secluded und inaccessible a place 
us possible.

RAINFALL AND TREE GROWTH. 

A report has recently been published , 
which shows how closely the growth 
of trees is dependent upon rainfall. Not 
only was this seen in the case of one 
omi two year old trees, but in an in¬ 
vestigation extending over a period of 
twelve years, during which time the an¬ 
nual rings of growth were carefully ex¬ 
amined. With an annual precipitation 
of from thirty to thirty-five Indies a 
width of ring was produced varying 
from eleven to fifteen Inches. If, on 
the other hand, there was either an un- 
susally large or small rainfall in any 
given year this was followed by a cor¬ 
responding tree growth in the follow- 
in a vear.

ODD CARGO IN STEAMER. 

A ton of dead Mas wee the strange 
cargo a vessel from Brasil unloaded at 
the London Docks recently. Deed flies 
ere admirable food for chickens, birds 
in captivity and captive fishes. The 
River Amaeon abounds with files. 
Brazilians float down the stream in 
boats and sooop in millions of the files 
which drols in dense olouds Just above 
ths water’s edge. The files are killed, 
dried thoroughly in the sun end pecked 
in bags. They are then shipped. Dead 
flies constitute one of the richest foods 
for animals. For chickens the flies are 
mixed with other lngredients r such as 
millet and corn. By themselves the 
flies are too rich, but their power of 
nourishment ls y so great that a smi^l 
quantity of thirn has e most beneficial 
effect. Two yyare ago the Brazilian 
Government stopped the exportation, 
being afraid that the flsh in the rivers 
would suffer by being deprived of this 
fly food. But the prohibition lias been 
removed. Formerly dead flies sold at 
ten cents a pound, but the demand has 
grown and the supply so lessened that 
thirty cents a pound is now charged.

WOOD WAS USED FOR MONEY. 

Wooden Cheques Were Used in England 
as Late as 1834. 

Wooden cheques are the sort of thing 
one would expect to find used in Chinu 
or Thibet, but, us a mutter of fact, they 
were used in England from the eurliest 
times down to as late as 1834. 

Tullies. as they were called, were 
made out of a curved piece of hazel, 
notches being cut along the edges to 
stand for a certain sum of money ; the 
tally was then sawn half through be¬ 
low the lowest notch, and the notched 
part split in two pieces, on both of 
which the notches appeared. 

These pieces served as cheque and 
counterfoil, the latter being always the 
larger piece with the un-nolched end 
as a kind of handle. The smaller piece 
i was then taken by the payee, the larger 
sent to the person on whom the cheque 
was drawn—generally a collector of 
customs or olher revenues, public or 
private. He would honor the cheque on 
finding that the two pieces lilted, and 
had the amount credited to him by the 
drawer on returning them together to 
him. Thus was the great danger and 
expense of transporting large sums in 
coin avoided. 

Forgery of a tally was obviously im¬ 
possible unless a new counterfoil could 
be substituted, and if stolen In the ordf- 
nary way it would be of little use to the 
thief, for, unlike our cheques, there was 
nothing to show on whom it was 
drown. 

There ore still a good many tallies in 
existence, but the rnrjority were burnt 
in the great fire, which destroyed the old 
Houses of Parliament; the remainder 
are chiefly to be found in the Public 
Record Office, and, no doubt, also in 
the muniment rooms of great land 
owners.

The Story That Comes Daily From 
the Russian Empire.

The London Times’ correspondent 
cables * Pom St. Petersburg as follows:— 
t elegrams from various parts of the em- 
^ Ipe Published daily in the papers cun 
stitute a monotonous record of nets o* 
violence. Wednesday’s telegrams tell of 
robbery and murder north, south, east 
and west. In Charbin a telegraphist 
was robbed, Ids child killed and wife 
wounded. In Militopol passport forms 
were stolen, probably for use by local 
revolutionaries. In Ekaterinoslov, Tula 
and three other places money wus stol¬ 
en from the Government brandy shops. 
Agrurion riots naturally are not want¬ 
ing. On Prince Kochubey's estate in 
Poltava province buildings were burnt 
down, and with them perished a quan¬ 
tity of valuable live stock. The build¬ 
ings and estate of M. Lukyanoff near 
Poltava arc now burning. In the pro¬ 
vince of Orel the rural guards arrested 
an agitutor. and peasants who attempt¬ 
ed to rescue the man killed one guard 
and wounded two. Bombs abound. In 
Gomel a bomb burst In a private apart¬ 
ment. Bombs have been discovered in 
Gomel, Yalta, Kaluga and Samara 
Roads. Firearms have ben seized in 
Poltava and Theodosia duily. The 
record of murder tells of the assassina¬ 
tion of Commandant Pyatigorsk in the 
garrison by an insane olflcer. A wood¬ 
man was shot at Riga by a rural guard. 
A director of the prison wus shot at 
Brestlitovsk. A lieutenant, policeman, 
n lady und a commissionaire wen.* 
wounded in Warsaw. The peasant de¬ 
puty from Kieff was beaten on his re¬ 
turn home by peasants who were 
dissatisfied with his explanation of the 
dissolution of the Douma. Of arrests 
it is impossible to keep record. In St. 
Petersburg alone 150 persons were ar¬ 
rested on Tuesday. In the meantime 
the Black Hundred organizations are 
active. In St. Petersburg the hooliguns 
are growing bolder, and the notorious 
Bishop of Saratoff incites the Orthodox 
to attack the revolutionaries. The Gov¬ 
ernment is busily engaged devising re¬ 
pressive measures to secure the arrest 
ef agitators in the rural districts and 
prevent the further demoralization of the 
army oflicials. The Government offices 
complain of lack of clear direction, and 
the* conservative members of the Coun¬ 
cil of the Empire declare that repres¬ 
sive measures are\ futile, and that the 
empire is drifting steadily toward an¬ 
archy. 

BOMB HURLED Lm'O STATION. 

A despatch from Sosnowice, Russian 
Poland, says: A bomb was thrown on 
Wednesday into a crowded waiting- 
room at the railway station. One man 
was killed und many were wounded. A 
panic ensued, resulting in injury to 
many other persons. Women fainted 
and children were trampled upon. The 
thrower of the bomb escaped. 


THE PEOPLE HELD RESONSIBLE. 

A despatch from Warsaw says: The 
terrorists ure continually attacking und 
robbing post-ofilces. Government spirit 
shops, treasuries und the mails. The 
Governor-General bus ordered that 
henceforth the inhabitants of villages, 
communities und cities in or near which 
such crimes occur shall pay the losses 
resulting from such robberies. 

WILL THE CZAR ABDICATE? 

A despatcli from Vienna says: It is 
rumored thut it is the Czar’s intention to 
abdicate. The recirculation of this 
report is uscribed to the reactionary 
fmineillnrs violently opposing Premier 


offered to Vice-Admiral Dubasoff, who 
was Governor-General of Moscow up to 
July 18, when he resigned on account 
of the condition of his health. He is 
still suffering from the effects of'wounds 
received In \loscow on May 6 , when a 
bomb was thrown at him in the street. 
At first it was supposed he hud receiv¬ 
ed morlal injuries. 

The Novoe Vremya says that Grand 
Duke Nicholas Nicholaievitch, cousin of 
the Czar, will be appointed to ttie su¬ 
preme command of the army without 
dictatorial powers. 

ATTEMPT TO KILL ORAND DUKE. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg says: 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaevitch, Pre¬ 
sident of the Council of National Defence 
narrowly escaped assassination on Fri¬ 
day afternoon ut the hands of the Im¬ 
perial Guards In the guard camp at 
Krasnoye-Selo. It appears that the 
Grand Duke was personally reviewing, 
manoeuvring and pulling the troops 
through blank firing practice, when he 
suddenly was startled by the hiss of bul¬ 
lets about his heud. Fortunately neither 
himself nor his horse was touched. The 
command to cease firing was immedi¬ 
ately given, and Ihe soldiers of the regi¬ 
ment from which the bullets came were 
inarched back to their quarters, and an 
investigation was begun in the hope i.f 
ascertaining from the burrels of the 
rilles wtiich of the soldiers fired ball 
cartridges. Several arrests are under¬ 
stood to have been made.

FIVE PEOPLE DROWNED. 

Gasoline Launch Struck Obstruction in 
the River at Winnipeg. 

A Winnipeg despatch says: A merry 
picnic terminated in a tragedy here on 
Saturduy ufterrioon, which resulted in 
the death by drowning of five members 
of prominent families in this city, and 
the extremely narrow escape of three 
others. The dead are: Miss Ethel 
Brown, her .sister Myrtle, and brother. 
Ernest, Miss Thomson and Miss Muy 
White. The party left the city for Elm 
Park in u gasoline launch, those on 
board being Mrs. C. J. Brown, wife of 
the City Clerk, and her two duughters. 
Ethel, aged nineteen, Myrtle, uged thir¬ 
teen, and her son Ernest, aged fifteen; 
Miss Thomson, a daughter of J. H. 
Thomson; Miss May White, stenographer 
ii the office of Stobart. Louis & Co., and 
nelce of J. H. Mitchell, agent of the 
school board; C. H. Foxwell of the C. P. 
R. staff, und Alex. Cheyne. While jour¬ 
neying up Red River the launch sudden¬ 
ly struck a submerged pile, listed and 
sank almost instantly. The gusoline 
tank kept the boat above water, and to 
this alone is due the fact that the entire 
party did not meet u watery grave. The 
two young men struggled gallantly, 
though almost unsuccessfully, to save 
their helpless companions. A man in a 
bout passed within a few feet of them 
and refused to give assistance or per¬ 
mit them to cling to his cruft, for fear 
of upsetting it. und passed on. leaving 
them all to their uwful fute. Cheyne, 
Foxwell and Mrs. Brown alone survive 
their terrible experience, Mrs. Brown 
having been restored by artificial res¬ 
piration. 't he uccidenl has caused pro¬ 
found regret in the city.

Among 
the public works recommended are con¬ 
struction of Mood embankments, ports 
and other improvements on the Volga, 
on which the unskilled lubor in the chief 
famine district could be employed and 
for which $550,000 were voted at the re¬ 
commendation of Premier Slolypin.

Yegolnriuns will doubtless hail with de¬ 
light the advent of u new tuber, blue of 
skin und yellow of interior, which is 
about to be pluced upon the market. 
This new potato is known to the learn¬ 
ed in such matters us the Salanum 
commersoni violet, and is the result »f 
scientific cultivation by Messrs. Sutton, 
of Reading. It is quite a distinct flavor 
of its own. Epicures describe it ns a 
combined flavor of turnips and aspara¬ 
gus. As a business “proposition,” too. 
the growing of the new potato would 
undoubtedly prove u great success. 
The plant will thrive anywhere, the 
wetter or more marshy the soil the bet¬ 
ter. It Ls claimed thu't its productive 
power is 50 to 100 per cent, over the 
ordinary kind. 
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GRAVE MISMANAGEMENT. 

Report oi the Commission on Boer War 
Scandals. 

A despatch from London says: The 
War Office has issued the report of the 
Royal Commission which was appoint¬ 
ed'to investigate the South African War 
stores scandals. While the report ac¬ 
quits the British commissioned officers 
concerned of the worst charges of cor¬ 
ruption, it finds that the losses, equal¬ 
ing about $5,000,000, were due rather 
U grave mismanagement und incompe¬ 
tence than lo fraud. The commission 
criticizes severely several officers und 
public servants, and charges a number 
of non-commissioned officers with re¬ 
ceiving bribes. It declares the errors 
were due to deplorable und complete 
want of co-ordination, and the divorce 
of interest between the different depart¬ 
ments of the War Office. The Army 
Service Corps is declared to have been 
utterly wunting in business training and 
experience. 

DISASTROUS FIRE AT HULL. 

Thirty-Eight Frame* Dwellings Were 
Destroyed. 

A despatch from Ottawa says: ThP 
Arc doomed City of Hull was again on 
Friday visited by a conflagration which 
swept away 38 dwellings and rendered 
40 families homeless. As has too fre¬ 
quently happened, the water supply 
was temporarily cut off just when the 
fire broke out and for nearly an hour 
the firemen stood helplessly by their 
reels or simply aided in the w ork of re¬ 
moving furniture from the blazing build¬ 
ings. There was a high south wind 
blowing at the time, and it is doubtful 
if the conflagration could have been 
.subdued as soon as it was but for the 
assistance of Ihe Ottawa Fire Brigade. 

The district in which the fire broke 
out is one of the poorest in the city. The 
homes, all owned by the inmates, were 
small frame structures and burned up 
like so much matchwood. It was in the 
kitchen of one of these dwellings thut 
the firv started. An over-heated cook- 
stove set Ihe kitchen wall ablaze. The 
loss is between 835,000 and $40,000. of 
which only about ten per cent, is cov¬ 
ered by insurance. Rales are high in 
Hull, as much as 3%'per cent, being 
charged in (he particular district— in 
which Friday’s disaster occurred.

It is u pro¬ 
duct consisting of molybdenum und 
gold. The discovery has been muue in 
Net Lake district, near Temagumi, 
ubout 2o miles south of Cobalt, but, us 0 
lies within the Huronian range, whose 
geological formation, heavily mineral 
laden, is practically of u uniform type 
all the way through to the Labrador 
coast, it is considered in the highest de¬ 
gree probable that it will be found all 
through New Ontario and northern 
Quebec. Mr. L. O. Armstrong, coloni¬ 
zation ugent of the C.P.R., who return¬ 
ed on Friday from the new mineral 
region, slates that from eight to ten 
claims are being developed, and he pre¬ 
dicts an enormous activity when the 
nature of the discovery is generally 
known und its significance realized. 
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RATE MUST BE LOWERED. 

Commission Fixes Maximum Freight on 
Cured Meats at 18 Cents. 

A despatch from Ottawa says: The 
Railway Commission has Issued an or¬ 
der reducing to 18 cents for 100 lbs. the 
maximum rule which the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific and Grand Trunk Railways are ul- 
lowed to churge for Ihe carriage of 
cured meats, lard, and other packing 
house products in carloads from To¬ 
ronto to Montreal for export. Propor¬ 
tionate rates are fixed for similar ship¬ 
ments from other points in Ontario. 
The Davies Company, of Toronto, ap¬ 
pealed ugainsl the rule of 19 cents Hint 
the railways were Enforcing and asked 
a restoration of the rate of 16% cents 
that was formerly collected. 
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whn e the heme market is steadily in¬ 
creasing because of the growth of west- 

as well as eastern urban po¬ 
pulation, the foreign demand for our 
principal products has continued with 
stiffened prices. The revelations in Chi- 
2W* packing town” Uicidentally bene¬ 
fited the Canadian meat trade, and the 
effects are seen in soaring prices for 
hogs. Only a short journey in the coun¬ 
try is necessary to appreciate the high 
place attained by the animal in our ag¬ 
ricultural economy. An increase of 
nearly three cents per pound in two 
years means millions to the Province. 
Equally satisfactory increases have oc¬ 
curred in cheese, which rose from eight 
to twelve cents, and butter, which has 
climbed from eighteen to twenty-three 
cents. 

While the western wheat crop is worth 
perhaps CO:),000,000, Ontario agriculture 
revels in figures which are too often 
taken for granted to be properly appre¬ 
ciated. The field crops'ot this Province 
were worth $134,000,000 hi 1904, having 
risen from $$8,000,000 since 1896. An 
even larger increase took place in the 
amount of live stock sold, which rose 
from $28,000,000 to $60,000,000 in the 
same period. The bulk of the exports 
of cheese and butter, which amount to 
$30,00,000 per year, also come from this 
Province. Taking into account the 
dairy products consumed at home, this 
Province produced nearly $35,00,000 
alone ln the census year 1901. These 
figures are not given to make boastful 
comparisons with the west, but to make 
it clear that the western crop is not the 
measure of Canadu’s agricultural pro¬ 
duction. 
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CROPS IN SASKATCHEWAN. 

Tlie Total Yield Is Estimated at 

56,227,210 Bushels. 

A Winnipeg despatch says : A bulle¬ 
tin has been issuer. by Uie Saskatchewan 
Government with a full report of the 
acreage und conditions of ine crops of 
the province, whieh shows that 1.955,- 
C.7:l ucres of land are under cultivation 
this year, while the total crop is esti¬ 
mated at 56,227.200 bushels. There ore 
under wheat 1,336 869 -acres, while the 
estimated crop is 31,230,000. This is an 
Increase of 5.000,00u bushels over last 
year. The oat acreage is 45,243. while 
the crop is placed at 23,419,500, on in¬ 
crease over last year of 4,000,000 bush¬ 
els. The acreage under barley is 41.473, 
with an expected yield of 1,089.000 
bushels. The flax acreage is 30,582. 
with the yield placed at 447.500. There 
arc 1,506 acres under speltz, and the 
yield is expected to be 41,700 bushels.

The latest crop report issued by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway is very en¬ 
couraging, indicating that on tha eve of 
the harvest the conditions are such os 
to ensure a heavy yield, provided su 
clent labor is available to garner the 
grata without loss. During the past 
week there has been no damage of any 
kind, and the weather has been suit¬ 
able to develop the maturing wheal.

ment atore” of the lighthouse service 
In this country anil Its foreign posses¬ 
sions. Practically everything In the na¬ 
ture of a mechanical dev'Icc used In the 
service, from the biggest lantern to the 
smallest order of light, and including 
the apparatus for blowing fog signals 
and making the lights flash on gas 
buoys, is turned out in this place, and 
not only'sent to ull tho stations in this 
district, which includes Porto Itico, but 
also as far away ns Alaska, and even 
to the Philippines. 

The mechanics employed are all men 
of Hie highest grade, for the objects 
they are at work on are too delicate, 
as a rule, to allow of much machine 
labor, niul In addition to tills the gov¬ 
ernment has never seen lit to spend 
KUlllclent money on the plant to lit it 
out with such machinery. In a stroll 
tlirough the workrooms one can see 
men turning out the delicate brasswork 
that keeps the flashlights on u gas 
buoy going for three months at a time, 
tho curious brass cylinders that make 
tho wailing cry of a fog siren, tiny 
floating stops that serve to keep the 
oil from overflowing In the lamps after 
the manner of a student lamp, and the 
clockwork that keeps revolving lights 
turning around hour after hour through 
the long nights. 

The only thing they don’t make In 
this department store are the lenses, 
which fire imported from Paris or Lon¬ 
don. These are “assembled’' In these 
shops, however, and one can see lan¬ 
terns of nil sizes in the course of prep¬ 
aration, from the smallest size used in 
the service to ones of the’power suffl- 
cicnt to go in lighthouses of the first or¬ 
der. Of course the department has to be 
ready for emergencies in the way of 
breakdowns of lights, as well as of 
lightships, and so they not only keep 
two light vessels at the wharf always 
ready for instant service, but they also 
have in this storehouse an emergency 
light that can be put up anywhere and 
fitted to take the place of any light of 
any description, whether it bo fixed or 
revolving, red and white or all red.

Fire Com pa ay, 

George Washington vras a member 
of the Friendship Fire company, or¬ 
ganized in 1774 in his homo, Alexan¬ 
dria. At first the compaity consisted of 
citizens who, out of “mitual friend¬ 
ship,” agreed to carry to every fire j 
“two leathern buckets and one great 
bug of ovnaburg or wider Unnen.” 
Washing! < i was made an honorary 
member, and when he went as a dele¬ 
gate to the congress of 1774 at Phila¬ 
delphia he examined the fire engines 
iu use there. On his return to Phila¬ 
delphia to tho Continental congress in 
177.” he bought from a man named 
Gibbs a small fourth class engine for 
Hie sum of i!S0 10s. t and just before 
ho set out f?TF TWiyu Heights to be¬ 
come commander in rhjof he dispatched 
this little engine to the Friendship 
company. 

During his younger days he always 
attended fires in Alexandria and helped 
to extinguish them. In the last year 
of his life a fire occurred near the 
market. lie was riding down King 
street ut the time, followed by his 
servant, who was also on horseback. 
Washington saw that the Friendship 
engine was Insufficiently manned, and. 
riding up to a group of well dressed 
gentlemen standing near the scone of 
action, he called out authoritatively: 

“Why are you idle there, gentle¬ 
men? It Is your business to lead In 
these matters.” 

After which he leaped off his horse, 
and, seizing the brakes, was followed 
by a crowd that gave the engine such 
a shaking up as it had not had for 
many a day.

Provisionally adopted the Sixth day of 
August, A. D. 1900, / 

WHEREAS pursuant to By-Law No. 201 i 
tbe Municipal Corporation of the Township I 
of Rioha o d constructed that cer.ain 
drain kuowo a* Otter Creek Draiu for tne i 
benefit of the land therein described. 

AND WHEREAS by mandamus issued 
oatoftheHlfch Court of Justice tbe u»id 
M uqicipal Corporation have been din cied 
to repair and maintain tbe said dram. 

AND WHEREAS, thereupon under the 
terms of the siict By-Law Number 291, the 
said Council has procured an examiuation 
to be made by Frederick Fraeer Miller, 
Civil Engineer, beii g a person competent 
for cueb purpose, of lue said area proprs^d 
tJ be drained aud tbe means eucgeattd for 
tbe drainage tberoof, and of other lands 
and roans liable to assessment under ttie 
Municipal Drainage Act, and has uDo pro¬ 
cured specifications and estimates ot the 
drainage work to be ma H e by tbe said 
Frederick Fraser Miller and an assessment 
to be made by him of the lands aud roads 
to be benefited by tucb drainage work anil 
of other lauds and roads liable to: co. t i- 
bation thereto, stating ae nearly as he can 
tbe proportion of benefit, outlet liability 
and injuring liability, which, in his opinion 
will be derived or iuourred in c mseqaenco 
of eucb drainage work by every road and 
lot or portion of lot, the said assessment 
so made being tbe aasesemeut hereinafter 
by this By-Law ecaoted to be assessed and 
levied upon tbe roads and lots, or parte of 
lots hereinafter tu that behalf specially set 
forth and described ; ami tbe report of the 
said Frederick Fraser Miller in rispeot 
thereof, and if the said drainage work being 
as follows :— 

To tbe Reeve and Ccunoil of the Town¬ 
ship of Richmond. 

Gentlemen:—Re. Otter Creek Drainage 
Works. 1 have tbe honor to report to 
yon that I have examined the Creek aud 
ditches and that the following wotk will 
have lo be done to make tbe work conform 
10 tbe oriyioal nport, known as By-Law 
No. 291 of tbe Township of Richmond. 

1. I be Creek m ill have to be thoroughly 
cleaned oat to remove tbe obstructions to 
the free flow of tbo wutor. These obstruc¬ 
tions consist of sand bars, stones, poles, etc. 
also remains of McLaughlin bridge abut¬ 
ments aud a couple of bridges which are 
are not high enough and buve not spin 
enough and will therefore have to be 
changed so as to give u clear twenty feet 
of water. 

2. Considerable wotk will have to ba 
done along the road allowance between tbe 
7th and 8th Concessionacjnststiug of about 
74 rods of new ditch, a couple of culverts 
and about 10 rods of old ditch will have to 
bo cleaned out. 

3. Tbe ditches along tbe south and east 
sides of tbe swamp from the above unmoo 
Concession road north easterly and on the 
north side of tbe swamp from the spring 
north taaterly will all have to be deepened 
and widened to beccmo operative. 

4. 1 estimate that the cost of the above 
work will bo {030.00 or at tbe rate of £1.7.*>

Wootei checks are the sort of thing 
one W0&16 expect te find need In China 
or met; tut, ai a matter of fact, they 
were used In England from the earliest 
times down te as late as 1834. 

Tallies, ns they were called, were 
ms^s out of a curved piece of hazel, 
being cut along tbe edges to 
stand for a certain sum of money. The 
tally wan then sawed half through 
below the lowest notch and tbe notch¬ 
ed .fart apUt Into two pieces, on both 
of which the notches appeared. 

These pieces served as check and 
counterfoil, the latter being always the 
larger piece with the unnotebed end 
as a of handle. Tbe smaller piece 
was then taken by tho payee, the larger 
sent to the person on whom the chock 
was drawn, generally a collector of 
customs or other revenues, public or 
private. He would honor the check on 
finding that the two pieces fitted and 
had the amount credited to him by the 
drawer on returning them together to 
him. Thus were the great danger aud 
expense of transporting large sums of 
coin avoided. 

Forgery of a tally was obviously Im¬ 
possible unless a new counterfoil could 
be substituted, and If stolen In the or¬ 
dinary way It would be of little use to 
the thief, for, uulike our checks, there 
was nothing to show on whom it was 
drawn. 

There are still a good many tallies in 
existence, but the majority were burn¬ 
ed in the great fire which destroyed the 
old houses of parliament. The remain¬ 
der are chiefly to be found in tbe pub¬ 
lic record office and no doubt also in 
the muniment rooms of great land¬ 
owners. 

THE DIVINE NAME. 


Ineffable Word That Ia Never Used 
by Many Israelites. 

An eminent rabbi has given his view 
of the ancient Jewish rendering of tho 
name of the Deity. He says that the 
term “Jehovah,” the ineffable tetra- 
grammaton, is never pronounced by 
many Israelites. They use the word 
“Adonol,” which signifies “the Lord.” 
Tho translators of the Bible followed 
this custom, rendering tbe word “Jeho¬ 
vah” as “Lord.” In ancient times the 
Pharisees replaced tbe tetragraramn- 
ton by Shem. They used “Sliemo,” 
which Is also Biblical, as the sacred 
name, and this name is yet retained 
to some extent among the Jews. But 
It would appear from passages in the 
Psalms that Adonol, or Ixml, for Jeho¬ 
vah was more ancient even than the 
times of tho Pharisees. It thus occurs 
eight times in Psalm Ixxxlv. It also 
appears In the book of Exodus, where 
“Jehovah” had been used In tho orig¬ 
inal Hebrew. This substitution would 
seem to bo older than any other, and 
It Is yet common among all Jews. 

Tho rabbi says he lias found that tho 
ancient translations testify in favor of 
“Adonol.” t 

Looking nt tho English translation of 
tho Old Testament, it will be found 
that tho name Jehovah appears In the 
books of Genesis, Exodus, Judges, the 
Psalms and Isaiah. It Is sot lo tbe 
New Testament.

Not only havo tho two front 
legs been differentiated and specialized 
from the eight others in tills manner, 
but also, by a rare exception to tho 
symmetry of the body, tho right claw 
has been specialized from the left, each 
being Intended 1o perform a distinct 
function. One Is a scissors, tho other 
is a mil); ono is a cutter, the other Is a 
cracker. 

As a rule, the right claw Is the slen¬ 
derer and longer. It has tootlillko pro¬ 
ject Ions or serrated edges on Its nip¬ 
ping faces, and It Is rather ndupted for 
biting ami severing than for crushing 
or grinding. 'J’he left claw, on the oth¬ 
er hand. Is usually lliiekcr, heavier and 
rounder. Its muscles are more power¬ 
ful, and In place of sharp teeth it has 
blunt tubercles, or hummers, of differ¬ 
ent sizes. It nets, In fact, more like a 
nutcracker than like teeth or a saw. 
It is a smashing organ. Nevertheless 
you will find It Interesting to observe, 
by noting the lobsters served to you at 
table, that this differentiation has hard- j 
ly as yet become quite constant, for 
sometimes it Is the right claw that dis¬ 
plays the hammerlike nutcracker type 
and tho left that nets as nipper and 
biter, while sometimes no difference 
occurs at nil, both claws alike being 
sharp toothed or blunt hammered In the 
same specimen.

Where No White Mun May Laud In- 
lew* He Han a Permit. 

Uualaska resembles other northern 
stations, having warehouses, docks, the 
Inevitable Greek church and a score of 
wooden cabins. Whalers leave here 
for the arctic regions. 

Dutch Harbor is u station for our 
revenue fleet. There is inujrii coming 
and going of ships of all nations. There 
is quite a formidable fleet, and only 
two ships out of twelvo curry colors 
of the same country. 

Just before entering the harbor one 
notices a detached rock high ugulust 
the side of the cliff. It beurs a strik¬ 
ing resemblance to a Russian priest In 
full robes. Touched by tho sunset 
light, he seems to stand blessing the 
harbor. 

Sailing north out Into Bering sou, one 
looks back at the desolate, silent, tree¬ 
less Islands, which seem to wall tho 
edge of the world. Hundreds of xnlle.s 
west they run towurd Vladivostok. 

Two hundred and forty miles north 
of Unalaska are tho Frlbllof islands, 
not large, but the greatest seal Islands 
In the world. There arc many fur 
seals around tho shores of Bering sea 
and the Aleutian Islands, but tho great 
mass of them are bred ou the Frlbllof 
group. No white man Is permitted to 
land on these breeding grounds with- 
•out a permit signed by the secretary 
of the treasury of the United Btutes.—

12. Fast twice in the week—On Mon¬ 
days and Thursdays, by rabbinical rule 
speciuJly appointed days for foisting. It 
was supposed tliut Moses had ascended 
the mountain on the llfth day, coming 
down uguin on the second duy of the 
week, und in comniemorution of this 
tradition these two days were set apart. 

13. Afar off—Far removed from the 
Pharisee, whom the man in Ills humil¬ 
ity regarded us more worth/ of the 
privilege of the sanctuary than him¬ 
self. 

14. Justified rather Ihun the other— 
By direct implication Christ here claims 
u knowledge of the secrets of men's 
hearts and uisu of Gods judgments.

cide, and had done all sho could to dio 
unknown, because sho was unwilling 
lhat thoso who knew her should learn 
to what nn end sho had come, 

Who has not read of “Mr. Nemo," the 
haunting character in Dlokenss “Bleak 
House," who died under such peculiar- 
1 y grim oircumstanoes in a London gar¬ 
ret ? The man lay dead—dirty, neglect' 
?d, utterly alone, No one could guess 
who bo was until long afterwards, 
when it camo out that he had been an 
oflteer in the Army, who had como to 
rtlsgraoc and poverty, and had done 
everything ho could to dio unknown, so 
that the world ahould never learn to 
what dsptha he had sunk, There hits 
been ftt least one parallel to “Mr, 
Neino" In real life, 

FOR HIS DAUGHTER’S SAKE. 

An ofTloer, holding a high position in

Rut, shortly after tho officer’* disap¬ 
pearance, a man who seemed nothing 
but a friendless outcast was found, self- 
poisoned, in a London lodging-house 
fmiuented by tho lowest and Vilest, 
Notrnng woe found on him to show who 
he was, He was buried in a nameless 
grave, and tha world never guessed his 
secret.

Why R Is Easier to Send a Message by 
Sight Thao by Day by This 

Systea. • 

In the efforts made to perfect the t 
wireless telegraphic system many curl-i 
ous fucts have come to light which have 
caused scientists and others a good deal 
of astonishment. It has, for instance, 
long been noticed that it is possible to 
send a wireless message twice the dis¬ 
tance by nighf than it is by day. That 
this queer phenomenon U a fact has 
been proved without a doubt, and now 
experts are busy trying to find out the 
reason why. There ore, it is authorita¬ 
tively staled, two periods of time during 
every twenty-four hours when to send 
a message through the air is almost im¬ 
possible. This is at sunrise and at sun¬ 
set. 

A gbod number of people—scientists 
and others—assert that there is much 
similarity between the human pulse and 
the Hertzian wave, and that Just ns the 
vitality of the human body is at IU low¬ 
est ebb between midnight and 4 a.m., so 
if the power of the Hertzian wave weak¬ 
est as the sun rises and sets. As is 
well known lo everyone who has given 
any altention at all to wireless phenom* • 
ena, it is easier to send a message *»n ! 
a foggy than a bright day, and Profes¬ 
sor J. Erskine Murray, the celebrated 
expert, has staled that this is due to the 
fact that streams of electrified particles, 
resembling the cathode rays, are ejected 
from the sun 

WITH A VERY HIGH VELOCITY, 

and that these streams penetrate the 
earth's atmosphere on the day side, elec¬ 
trifying i! and making it more conduc¬ 
tive. During the night the equilibrium 
becomes slowly restored, and about 5 
a.m.. there is a minimum of atmospher¬ 
ic electrification. The etheric impulses 
are therefore lost through dissipation 
during the daytime. 

In conversation with Mr. Edison some 
time ago. the writer asked the great in¬ 
ventor if he considered wireless tele-1 
graphy as important and valuable us U 
claimed, and he replied that doubtless I 
It would within a very short space < f 
time be the universal rneuns of com-1 
munlcation at sea, but he did not think 
1*. would ever take the place of the sub-' 
marine cable.

Mr. Edison further stated 
that 9oon It would be mode cornpuUory 
by law that every vessel—both steam 
and sail—should carry some system of 
wireless telegraphy, and he believed it 
would be to the advantage of all if the, 
•ystem adopted was a universal one. j 

Wireless electricity, it is satisfactory 
to learn, is absolutely harmless, and. I 
though you may be shocked to death by 
a telegraph or telephone wire, you may 
“monkey" with the Marconi invention 
with entire disregard for consequences. 
At a recent electrical exhibition Professor 
Ovlngton ullowed 200.U00 volts (termed, 
in scientific parlance, a "high frequency 
current*') to puss through his body, and

JERUSALEM DISCOVERY. 

Ancient Roman llork-hewn Prison* Un¬ 
earthed by Archaeologist*. 

A remarkttble archaeological discov¬ 
ery is reported from Jerusalem. Some 
thirty years ago certain subterranean 
chambers jjeur the Ecce Homo Clmpel 
in the Vin Dolorosa were discovered, 
hut only partly explored by Professor 
Clermont-Ganneau. tin* famous archae¬ 
ologist. Recently the Greeks, while 
clearing out these chambers, have dis¬ 
covered oilier*. Their researches point 
to these being ancient Rorif|n rock-hewn 
prisons, similar to the wen-known La- 
tomlue of Syracuse, in Sicily. 

In one of these newly-discovered 
chambers is a stone slab, about three 
feet high, containing a recess, while Just 
above this recess and communicuting 
with tt, are two circular holes, which 
were evidently meant to serve us stocks. 

This chamber lias been converted in¬ 
to a chapel by the Greek monks, ond 
it has been visited by throng* of pil¬ 
grims, who firmly believe the holy site 
lo be Hie ocluol prison of Christ. Among 
other discoveries In these rock-hewn 
prisons i* a kind of oubliette below 
Christ's prison, which was full of rub 
blsh and human bones. 


THE AUTOMOBILE RECOGNIZED.

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POLICE STATISTICS. 

The police force of the British Empire 
—Metropolitan, municlpol, and rural— 
includes altogether about 214,000 men. 
Of this total 54.000 ore -in the United 
Kingdom ond 147.000 in India, the re¬ 
mainder being in the Colonies and de¬ 
pendencies. But if we odd the number 
of village police in India who are leg- 
oil/ recognized, and of whom there are 
at least from 345.000 to 350.000, we get 
a grand total of 560,000 for Ihe police 
force of tt* Empire. This means thal, 
taking the British Empire as a whole, 
there is one policeman to every $70 peo¬ 
ple and to everv sixteen square mile*. 
The police of the United Kingdom cost 
$500 a year each on the average. 





















BEEF KIDNEY. 


Cut the kidney into thin slices, flour 
and fry a nice brown. Whsn done make 
a gravy in the pan by pouring away 
the fat, putting in a small piece of but¬ 
ter, one-quarter pint of boiling water, 
pepper and salt, and a tablespoonful of 
mushroom cataup. Let the gravy boil 
up, pour over the kidney, and serve. 

Beefsteak and Kidney Pudding.— Two 
pounds of rump etfak, two kidneys, sea¬ 
soning to taste of salt and black pepper, 
suet crust made with milk in the pro¬ 
portions of six ounces of suet to each 
pound of flour. Procure some tender 
rump steak and divide it into piwes 
about an Inch square and cut each kid¬ 
ney into eight pieces. Line the dish (of 
which we have given an engraving) with 
the cruet made with suet and flour in 
the above proportions, leaving a small 
piece of crust to overlap the edge. Then 
cover the bottom with a portion of the 
steak and a few pieces of the kidney, 
season with pepper and salt (some add 
n little flour to thicken the gravy; but 
It is not necessary), and then add an¬ 
other layer of beef, kidney, and season¬ 
ing. Proceed in this manner until the 
dish is full and pour In sufllcient water 
to come within two Inches of the top of 
11he basin. Moisten the edges of the crust 
cover the pudding over, press the two 
crusts together, that the gravy may not 
escape, and trim up the overlapping 
edges of paste. Wring out o cloth in hot 
water, flour it, and tie up the pudding; 
put it into boiling water and let Jt boil 
at least four hours. If the water di¬ 
minishes always replenish with some 
hot In a jug, as the pudding should be 
kept covered all the time and not al¬ 
lowed to stop boiling. When the cloth 
is removed cut a round piece in the top 
of the crust to prevent the pudding 
bursting, and send it to the table in the 
basin, either in an ornamental dish or 
with a napkin pinned round it. Serve 
quickly. 

Stewed Kidneys.—Four kidneys, one- 
half a small onion, one ounce butter, 
three teaspoonfuls flour, pepper and 
I salt to taste. Cut the kidney In small 
pieces and roll them in flour; chop the 
I onion small and 'ry with the pieces tf 
kidney In the butter until brown. Then 
I add the pepper, salt, and enough cold 
water to cover them and stew gently for 
! an hour. Thicken the gravy with flour 
j n few minutes before done and serve 
] hot. 

! Kidneys a la Crochette.—Plunge some 
| mutton kidneys into boiling water, open 
them down the centre, but do not sep- 
them, peel them, and pass a skewer 
across them to keep them open, pepper, 
! salt, and dip them into melted butter, 
broil them over a clear fire on both 
sides, doing the cut side first: remove 
, the skewers, have ready some inaitre 
j d'hotel—viz.: butter beaten up with 
chopped parsley, salt, pepper, and a 
1 little lemon Juice. Put a small piece in 
the hollow of ach kidney and serve hot.

in the north of Scotland, the Duchess 
of Sutherland has restored comfort and 
activity to many a village home which 
for lack of work was perishing, and by 
her energy and example has developed 
the making of homespuns and tweeds 
into a solid and flourishing Industry. 

Lady Aberdeen in central Scotland 
and the Duchess of Buccleuch in the 
south practically cover the country be¬ 
tween them, and command an excellent 
sale for their products of their taste and 
Judgment. 

The Industry so valuable to the poor 
crofters who weave in the long winter 
months has steadily progressed from 
the first. The materials the crofters 
supply are dyed with seaweed, which 
gives lovely tints unattainable other¬ 
wise. and the goods are all genuine and 
durable. 

As an illustration of the durability, 
there is a story current thut two suits 
of Harris tweed were sold by a worker 
to a couple who wished to be dressed 
alike on their tandem bicycle. Year 
after year, when their friend visited 
them, they were still wearing the suits. 
At last, in the fifth year, the friend saw 
them no longer, and thought they 
must now be worn out, when in came 
five little children all clothed alike in 
the identical tweed, still whole and 
good. 

What these ladies have done in Scot¬ 
land by reviving the cottage Industries 
has been repeated in irelund by the 
Duchess of Abercom, Lady Aberdeen, 
Lady Londonderry, Lady Cadogan, 
Lady Arthur Hill, and muny others. 
The old art of making beautiful luce, 
which was languishing for luck of en¬ 
couragement a few years ago. is now 
successfully practised, and fashion in 
Paris has ordained that Irish lace 
should be the mode. Whole gowns are 
fashioned of it, and blouses, and no 
dress is considered complete without 
the addition of a trimming of Irish lace. 

Lady Dudley, wife of a former Vice¬ 
roy of Ireland, has encouraged the man¬ 
ufacture and sale of the lace to the ut¬ 
most of tier ability, and Lady Mayo 
seconds her efforts in giving designs, 
advice and assistance of all kinds to the 
workers. 

Lady Kenmare. in the delightful re¬ 
gions of Killamey. lias organized a 
new industry in the shape of inlaid 
furniture made by the natives. There 
are many ventures in making lingerie 
and art needlework encouruged, pre¬ 
sided over and actually created by 
women. And when one considers how 
difficult it is to reorganize a dying 
trade, to find out the best market fur 
the sale of goods, to create fashion und 
to muke money, it must be admitted 
that these ladies of Great Britain have 
shown aptitude for organization und 
activity and perseverance in carrying 
out their ambitious uirns.

SOME QUEER DISPUTES 

PRIVATE PEOPLE AM THEIR OWN 
JUDGE* AND JURIEM. 

A Valuable Tree That was Claimed by 
tbe Proprietors ol Two 
Fields. 

A strange dispute, and a si III stranger 
struggle by way of settlement, was dis¬ 
closed in a Norfolkshlre police-court o 
short time ago, says Pearson’s Weekly. 
A valuable Umber iree which h«d grown 
in u hedge, the ownership of which was 
claimed by the owner of the field «'n 
each side, happening io be blown down 
in a gale, it, like the hedge in which 
it had stood, was claimed by each cl 
the rival landowners. 

The dispute was In no way simplified 
by the fact that the tree had fallen, with 
n delightful impartiality, half in one 
field and half in the other, and each 
of the claimants was perfectly convinced 
that it belonged to him. Neither would 
listen to any proposal for a compromise, 
determined io enforce his full rights of 
proprietorship, or perish in the attempt. 

One claimant stole a inarch on Ihe 
other at night by having the trunk de¬ 
prived of its brunches und trimmed 
ready for removal. But he had not time 
to remove the severul brandies before 
his rival swooped down upon them and 
carried them all off. 

A NOVEL TUG-OF-WAR. 

There remained the trunk to fight 
about, however, and upon tills a keen 
watch was kept by both sides, until one 
of the claimants brought five horses on 
Ihe scene lo haul it away. Before this 
could be done, however, the other 
claimant had his team hitched to the 
trunk, und then ensued a tremendous 
tug-of-war hetw r een the rivals. One mo¬ 
ment the tree would be dragged into 
one territory, and the next into the oilier 
and ho the struggle went on for several 
hours. Eventually one side obtained re¬ 
inforcements, and us the result of a tre¬ 
mendous tug, the other side's chain 
snapped und broke, giving the rival 
victory. 

Some time ago a really sensational af¬ 
fair was reported from Merthyr, which 
culminated in the uppcorance of un en¬ 
gine-driver, named Hopkins, at the lo¬ 
cal assizes on a charge of imperilling 
the safety of the public. It arose out i f 
a. veritable buttle between locomotives 
ai the Cyforlha Steel Works. * 

From the evidence given ut the trial 
1* seemed that Hopkins, who wes replen¬ 
ishing iiis stock of coal, refused to move 
on until lie had llnished to allow another 
engine-driver to obtain a necessary 
supply of water. 9 

A RAIL WAR WAR. 

Botli men thereupon got up steam— 
if their engines as well us themselves— 
and thrice attempted to force eoch other 
back. In the twu llrst encounters the 
obstructive engine proved the victor, but 
at tlie third “advance” the buffers got 
Jumbed, and the twice victorious en¬ 
gine wus thrown off the metals. In the 
excitement of the struggle, the men 
seem to have forgotten that they were 
trilling with other people's property as 
well us safety. 

This extraordinary Incident recalled 
h battle royal which took place several 
years before on the occasion of the open¬ 
ing of the Birmingham Extension and 
Stour Yuiley Line, when there was quite 
a marvellous display of locomotive and 
human force. 

The Shrewsbury and Birmingham 
Railway eluimed running powers over 
the new line, which cluim being repudi¬ 
ated by tlie Birmingham Extension pro¬ 
prietors. the former determined lo en¬ 
force.

FILTHY JAM FACTORIES 

REPORT OF THE BRIT1MH CHIEF W* 
gPECTOR. 

Revolting and Inhuman Condition* <4 
ndurtrial Lite - Bakeebop m 


Amazing revelation* of Briti*h indu* 
trial life, which In the horror of thell 
details almost equals lho*e of the Chi¬ 
cago “Jungle,” are made in the annual 
report of the Chief nspector of Factoriet 
and Workshops for 1D05, Issued as A 
blue-book. 

M I inspected one Jam-factory," says A 
lady inspector^ “where the boiling-room 
lav between ine yard and u stuble, and 
the horses reached the stable through 
the bofting room. In others I have 
found the sanitary accommodation very 
Inadequately separated from the room* 
where fresh fruit or uncovered jam i* 
kept, and dirty, undrained floors ura 
far too common. 

CANT WASH UP. 

“Where the workers have no means 
of washing their hand* provided, it js 
only natural that everything should be¬ 
come coated with stickiness, which any 
dust In the factory readily adheres lo.” 

A terrible state of affuirs exists in 
some Irish jam factories, according to 
the report of Miss Deane, another lady 
inspector. She says;— 

“The bottle-washing rooms. In which 
empty Jam pots from which it is desir¬ 
able to remove the dirt and old labels 
are washed, are not only very unsatls- 
factory from the point of view of the 
workers in them, but would probably 
very disagreeably impress the custo¬ 
mers. 

FOUL WATER. 

“In one such place, the usuul hot, 
heavy atmosphere, loaded with steam, 
wus rendered more than usually oppres¬ 
sive by the disgusting smell arising 
from the water in the tanks, over which 
the dripping women were bending. In 
answer to a remark. 1 wus informed 
by tlie manager that the water in them 
was changed ‘about once a week.’ 

“Hundreds of dirty pots were being 
‘washed’ in this liquid, which was like 
dark soup, and smelt abominably. Tlie 
pots, when fished out. are ullowed lo 
stand till they dry. and ure then con¬ 
sidered fit to receive the Jam. which 
rnuy be rendered more nutritious by the 
addition of dirt. 

WOULD NOT KEEP. 

“In this ploce also tlie empty pots 
were stacked, not upside down, nor 
covered in uny way. and. though coated 
inside with dirt. were. I found, field t't 
to be Ailed. It is unlikely that the Jam 
contained in them would keep properly, 
but this did not appear to cause any 
fnisgivlngs.’’ 

For disregard of cleanliness it would 
be impossible to imugine anything worse 
than the condition of many bakeries. 

“Work was over in a bakehouse vis- 
'lied on a Saturday night, but the pres¬ 
ence of a brush and comb, sponge, etc., 
on the buking table led to the explana¬ 
tion: ‘When the place is cleaned up we 
bathe the children here.' 

“in another, on Monday morning. 1 
found the sorting of a family 'wash' 
had overflowed into the bakehouse. 

“The sausage and brawn factories,* 
says Mr. Boggls Rulfe. an Eust End 
inspector, “are mostly owned by Ger¬ 
mans. who have o retail shop on the 
premises, and employ one or two hand*" 
to muke the goods in a room behind the 
shop or in a cellar underneath. These 
places are small, dilapidated, badly ut, 
and often infested with rat*.’

When carving salmon and all short- 
grained lislt. cut it lengthwise; use a

Itlce Is such u wholesome article of 
did that it should more generally be 
used. Simply boiled and nicely dried it 
is excellent with hot meat, stewed fruit 
and with cheese. 

Hot water cans should always be 
turned upside down to drain each tJrne 
after using, or they will quickly gel 
rusty and lonk. 

An excellent floor polish for either 
boards or linoleum can be made from 
caudle ends melted and mixed with tur¬ 
pentine. This preparation should be of 
the consistency of thick cream. 

To clean black luce rinse It in cold 
teu und gin. then gently pull it out and 
pin on a cloth to dry. If the lace Is 
only crumpled, Ironing It between tis¬ 
sue puper will stiffen it. 

Clean your white felt as follows: Brush 
the surfuce quite free of dust, get some 
powdered magnesiu, und, with some 
water, make it into u stiff puste. With 
a small brush smear the whole hat with 
this paste. Dry thoroughly and brush 
off the powder with u cleun clothes 
brush. If necessary, repeat the process 
once or twice. Hals cleaned In this 
way will look os good as new. 

The athletic womun should remem¬ 
ber that vaseline rubbed on the soles of 
the feet the night previous to taking u 
long walk prevents soreness and ach¬ 
ing. Also embrocution rubbed before- 
hand on any set of muscles, which will 
be brought Into play, prevents a greut 
deal of the ensuing ache. 

To prolong life one should lake plenty 
of sleep and remember lo sleep lying 
on the right side, indulge In a morning 
Path in tepid water, take daily exercise 
In the open air, keep Ihe window of Ihe

First Century Discoveries in the North 
of Knfflund. 

The work of excavating at N'ewsleud 
Fori, on the border of England and 
Scotland, has recently brought tu light 
many interesting objects from tin* period 
of the Homan occupation. 

They have been found in pits outside 
Ihe fort, us well us within Ihe ram¬ 
parts. at depths varying from 12 to -Hi 
feet, and all of them were more or less 
full of decomposed unimal and vegHublc 
matter which has a marked preservative 
Influence. 

In many instances branches of birch 
and hazel have been unearthed, willi 
the bark bright and silvery. Even u liny 
portion of an egg shell has been dis¬ 
tinguished. Some of the urlicles pro¬ 
bably date from the first century, one 
being a bronze vase with u single handle 
It inches high, mid belonging to u type 
emanating from Soul hern Italy. 

Mr. James Curie, who describes the 
discoveries in the “Scottish Historical 
Hcvlew,” thinks the Newsload liiuls 
ma> ultimately form a collection of the 
greatest archaeological value, as lllus- 
Irativc of the life on the Homan frontier. 

A most valuable collection of pieces r.f 
bronze armour' was taken out of one 
pit, and, best of all. a very line Bomaii 
helmet decoruted with embossed figures 
in high relief. They ure all objects of 
the greatest rarity, und in wonderful 
preservation. 

I he helmet has an inscription punc¬ 
tured on the rim, probably an owner’s 
numc, but it hus yel been satisfactorily 
deciphered. No visitor was found with 
it. it covered the bead und neck, and 
has a high protecting peak in front. The 
whole of Ihe crown is covered with an 
embossed design. At Ihe buck n winged 
llgure stands upringlil driving a two- 
wheeled chariot, to which a pHir if 
grilllns are harnessed. In one hand il 
holds the reins; in the other « whip 
with which H urges the animuls on. In 
front another winged figure bouts 
through the uir. 
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HED-HAIflED PEOPLE. 

Distinguished Professor Says They Arc 
Delicate and Conscientious. 

In tlie course of a fusciimtlng lecture, 
recently, Professor Pearson, of London, 
dealt with the interesting question, “Cun 
we tell character by physiognomy, phre¬ 
nology. palmistry, handwriting, or 
other external signs?" 

As we might expect from so eminent 
un authority, the method of inquiry 
adopted wus searching, and based upon 
hurd. solid facts. 

So far us he knew, the professor suld, 
no word was ultered as to the color of 
the hair of Judas, yet the old masters 
puinled it red. and in directions for Pas- 
sion Plays u red wig wus invariably 
ordered. 

The wisdom of our ancestors, as cry¬ 
stallized in proverbs marks a general 
prejudice ugainsl red hair and curly- 
headed people ulso seemed objection¬ 
able. 

Again, roundness of face is associated 
with foolishness (e.g., ‘Antony und Cleo- 
putra," Act III., sec. 3). And why ure 
shrewd people called “long-headed"? 

To unswer these und many other In¬ 
teresting questions, Professor Peurson 
has collected and tabulated thousands 
of records. A comparison of the color¬ 
ing of the huir and eyes in regard to 
temper, health, conscientiousness, in¬ 
telligence, popularity, und other points 
yielded a broad general conclusion. 

On the whole, rvd-halred people were 
more conscientious, more quick-temper¬ 
ed. more delicate, ihe black being less 
conscientious, more sullen, and less de¬ 
licate, There also seemed lo be a good 
deul in the attempt to read charucter 
by handwriting, for an Investigation .if 
no fewer than 2,000 specimens indicat¬ 
ed the fact tiiat bad writing was u dis¬ 
tinctly warning note! 

In view of Ihe attacks made upon the 
athletic tendencies of to-day, it is re¬ 
assuring to hear that there is a very 
high correspondence between intelligence 
and aptitude for sports.

A CORPORATION QUESTION. 

The scene of this ludicrous and well- 
nigh incredible encounter was the via¬ 
duct af Wolverhampton, where the 
forces were drawn up' In marl in I array. 
According lo the veracious chronicler of 
the event, the rivul bodies of navvies 
stood and opposed each other on (lie 
viaduct like lufuiitry supporting cavalry. 
The light wus continued until several of 
the locomotives hud been pluwJ hors 
de combul by being run off the lines 
und plunged deeply in the bitterness of 
defeat and in the newly-laid ballast. 

Some time ago u most comical kind 
of light was reported from Sunderland. 
Having a Icgul right to connect ifs drain¬ 
age system with that of Sunderland, the 
neighboring township of Fulwell essay¬ 
ed lo do this at a point which would 
have rendered it necessary for the bor¬ 
ough lo enlarge its service. This would 
of course, have meant considerably in¬ 
creased expenditure, and, us the town¬ 
ship persisted, Sunderland actively re¬ 
sisted. As one of the results, the rate¬ 
payers were treated lo the edifying spec¬ 
tacle uf gungs of corporation men shov¬ 
elling tlie earth buck into the Fulwell 
trench as fust ns it was thrown up by 
Ihe Fulwell navvies. 

As neither side would give way, fhis 
went on for some lime; and it was only 
after the Sunderland engineer had made 
preparations for flooding the trench 
that the Fulwell people were brought 
l< see the error of their way. Then they 
recognized Ihe wisdom of coming lo un 
amicable arrangement with their more 
powerful neighbors. 

There have been lights between public 
bodies for the possession of more than 
one Irish court-house. Some lime ugn 
the Sheriff of Donegal wrole lo the 
County Council, which hud its offices in 
the Lifford Court-house, requesting lhat 
the Council clerks be removed from 
the rooms in the court-house, as the 
latter would be required by Ihe grand 
jury during the assizes. The Council, 
however, would only give up one of the 
rooms; and, on the Sheriff seeking to 
obtuin possession of the other room, the 
clerks intimated that they would only 
be removed by force. The force was 
soon forthcoming in Ihe shape of a dis¬ 
trict inspector of police und a number 
of constubles, before whose technical ex¬ 
ercise of “force" Ihe Council clerks qui¬ 
etly bcu! a dignified retreut. 

THE FATE OF THE SWINE. 

A curious light, the only victims of 
which were 7,500 pigs, occurred ut Mor- 
avicza, in Hungary, early one spring. 
Owing to the thaw having set in, Ihe 
rivers and canals were in imminent 
danger of destruction by Hoods, parti¬ 
cularly from the Begu Canal. 

Though well aware that by doing so 
they would inundate the lauds of the 
Van Royal Dutch Company, the peas¬ 
ants determined to cut the dykes of the 
cunal, a proceeding which the directors 
of the company resolved to meet with 
force. Tlie parties met on the canul 
banks, and, after u short light, tlie com¬ 
pany’s men were driven off, the peas¬ 
ants ufterwards carrying out their in¬ 
tention of piercing the cunal banks and 
dykes. 

As soon as tills was done, the pent-up 
waters rushed out In tremendous volume 
and in an incredibly short spuce of time 
many thousands of acres were covered 
with wuter. In fact, retribution was 
nearly brought on the perpetrators oy 
their wanton act, for the waters spread 
so rapidly that even they hud to flee for 
their lives. 

Iri Ihe flood's mad career the enorm¬ 
ous number of pigs above stated were 
carried away und drowned, while it was 
only by a marvellous escupe that some 
thousands of cuttle did not share the 
same fate. 

The loss occasioned by tkc oction of 
the pesants ran into many thousunds of 
dollurs. nor did they escupe the conse¬ 
quences which the breaking of Ihe ca¬ 
nal bunks und dykes was intended to 
prevent; so they fought their funny light 
in vain, and were utmost overwhelmed 
by the element they had so foolishly let 
louse.

During 
I be tw o years which have elapsed he 
hi|s •hardly grown, and he informed 
me thut he weighs nt the present time 
81 pounds, showing an increase of only 
t pounds. It is evident that the under¬ 
sized condition of many of the pottery 
workers is owing to Ihe excessive phy¬ 
sical strain to which many of them 
huve been subjected in their early years.'* 

INHALED BRONZE POWDER. 

“It wus in high-cluss silver printing 
—wedding curds. Christinas cards, men¬ 
us, He.—that I found early this year,” 
writer* Miss Squire, “u number of little 
girls, uged thirteen and fourteen, em¬ 
ployed in hand bronzing by dry pow¬ 
der without any precaution being taken. 
Several of the litlle girls working there 
suffered from sickness, giddiness, bad 
throats, etc., many of them hud not 
been examined by the certifying sur¬ 
geon. ulUiougli employed several 
months. 

“I prosecuted for this latter offence, 
and one of the liltlo girls was so ill 
that she was unable lo appear; the doc¬ 
tor unending her attributed the serious 
condition, which necessitated an opera¬ 
tion. lo Ihe effect of inhaling bronze 
powder in her delicate slate. This girl 
and two others who had suffered, hud 
some form of nasal opslructlon, and 
being montli-breulhers. were bad sub¬ 
jects for work in poisonous dust.”

MRS. JOHN BORNS SNUBBED LADY 
I1A VERS HAM. 

Was Presetted to the King and Carried 
It Off Well — Wives o( Other 
Members. 

While John Burns, Will Crooks, Keir 
Hardie, Will Thome and other labor 
leaders In the English Parliament are 
busy at Westminster, legislating for an 
immense empire, “upon which the sun 
never sets," their wives at liome are pro¬ 
bably scrubbing, cooking, sewing and 
attending to the many details of house¬ 
work that usually fall upon the wives 
of workingmen. 

^U>out 50 members of the present Par- 
pBment were elected upon the Labor 
ticket, ar\d most of them ore actual 
workingmen. British lawmakers re¬ 
ceive no salary and the labor rneinb *rs 
must be supported by the various labor 
organizations. 

This means that their incomes are 
limited. As a rule, they live in very 
modest homes, in unfashionable neigh¬ 
borhoods. Usually the housework and 
the cure of the children devolve upon 
Ibcir devoted wives. 

It is said thut, when Mr. Burns, some 
months ugo, visited Ihe King to receive 
his commission us n member of the cab¬ 
inet, Mrs. Burns was at home cheerily 
scrubbing the floors. Mrs. Burns is 
said to be a simple-hearted, unassum¬ 
ing little woman, although of attractive 
sense. During ull her husband s long 
career in Parliament—he entered that 
body In 1892—she bus been his warm 

t porter and eincient helpmeet.. 

hrongh all these yeurs the Burnses 
e occupied a quiet little home in 
Batterson. u poor suburb at the south¬ 
west of London, where the wife cooked 
the meals, scrubbed the floors und kept 
her husbund's clothing in repuir. 

After the late political upheuvul in 
England, Mr. Burn’s (Inunciul condition 
improved. He wus invited Into the cab¬ 
inet as president of the local govern¬ 
ment board, a position carrying

“He has to leave early in the morn* I 
ing for the work of his union," she ex- | 
plained; “then goes lo Parliament, and, 
usually gets home about 2 o’clock in the 
morning. At week ends he goes about 
making speeches." 

Mr. Ward laughed: “The wife stands 
that sort of thing about five weeks on 
a stretch," he remarked, “and then she 
goes on a strike. Tells me I need not 
expect any home comforts If I don’t 
spend one day in 50 at home.” 

One noliceable characteristic of the 
wives of the labor members of Parlia¬ 
ment is the fact, as a rule, that their 
husband's election to such high and 
responsible national duties makes little 
apparent difference in the home life. 

They do not seem to think that such 
distinguish^ honors in the family 
should cause them to cease doing their 
own cooking, washing or housework, or 
that they should hire girls to do their 
scrubbing for them.

JAPAN SAID TO BE WORKING FOR 
HER DOWNFALL.

About Some Prominent People on the 
World's Stage. * 

The Emperor of Chinu rUes at fdur 
o’clock in the morning to study Eng¬ 
lish und Munchu before breukfust, which 
meul is, ut five.

The Kurl of Selborne, when tie visited 
Bechuanulund recently, proceeded by 
train lo Trunsvelds House, two und ;i 
half miles ulong the railway, driving tho 
locomotive himself ull the way.

While Japan la formally at peace with 
Russia, it appears from the R u s sian 
press that she is doing 111 she can to 
embarrass Ihe Czar's Government. First 
it is asserted that Japan is supplying the 
revolutionists in Russia with arms, and, 
second, it is pretty well established that 
Nagaski is a Nihilist hotbed. The first 
charge is developed by the Novoe Vre- 
inya as follows: “It has been suspect¬ 
ed for a long time that the Japanese 
were supplying the Russian revolution¬ 
ists with arms and money, but now the 
proofs in (lie case are so complete that 
there is no room for doubt. The trail 
of the conspiracy, however, reaches far 
back, and we will have to begin our 
story at the outbreak of the war." 

The Russian paper proceeds to say 
thut “the Japanese Colonel Akashi, who 
wus military allache at St. Petersburg 
before the wur, went to Stockholm 
when hostilities broke out, and that 
city became the centre of the Japanese 
spy system. 

WELL PLANNED. 

“Now in the Autumn of 1904, when 
the Russsian freedom movement began, 
Akashi connected himself with the Rus- 
*lun Nihilists in Paris, and in Novem¬ 
ber, 1904. un agreement was concluded, 
by the terms of which an armed insur¬ 
rection was to be created in Russiu for 
the benelit of Japan." The chief parties 
t« this agreement were “the revolution¬ 
ist George Dekanosi, one Grusier, and 
the well-known politician Konni Silia- 
cus." 

These men “received money from 
Akashi to buy weapons, and it was 
ugreed that the arms were to be used 
by the Uussian Social-Democrats, the 
Giusierian revolutionists, and the Polish 
and Finlund Socialists." According lo 
the Novoye Vremya, there were bought 
in Switzerland 25.000 guns and 3,500,- 
uOO cartridges, while Siiiacus purchased 
several vessels, including one in Ham¬ 
burg, which was christened John Graf¬ 
ton. This vessel was loaded with wea¬ 
pons, and under command of Captain 
Bestroem she set soil July 16. But 
August 25 she ran ashore at Uleaborg. 
and the mystery of her origin was the 
source of no small amount of discus¬ 
sion. After she had been abandoned 
)• v her crew the ship was boarded by 
l.ic Russians, and in her hold were found 
9;t cases, containing 059 rifles, 658 bay¬ 
onets, and 120,000 rounds of cartridges. 

ANOTHER CARGO. 

“Another ship, a steamer, caught Are 
near the Finland coast, und the subse¬ 
quent investigation showed that it was 
, packed with an immense quantity of 
rlilas, cartridges, and so forth. And 
on August 28 there were found on the 
I island of Kolqinur over 700 rifles, an 
i immense amount of revolutionary liter¬ 
ature, and quantities of ammunition. 

1 All of the arms found were of Swiss 
! manufacture." The same journal avers 
I that “the revolutionists of Moscow' — 
; during the rebellion of December, 1905 
—were all armed with Swiss weapons,’’ 
and thinks that these munitions probub¬ 
ly entered by another ship'Which landed 
safely. This vessel w*as fitted out “by 
George Dekanosi, it sailed from Mar¬ 
seilles to Batum. and readied port safe- 
I ly. The captain of the ship was a 
! Dutch Nihilist."

Our aim 
is to destroy autocracy by means of i 
revolution, to give Russia a dernoerulic 
republic, nnd later to bring about u .So¬ 
cialistic stale of society. Rut we must 
not sleep, we must not rest—the auto¬ 
cracy duos neither.”' 

LOTS OF MONEY. 

The correspondent says that “this 
shows clearly the spirit of the Russiuns 
in Nugusokl. And whut Is equally clear 
if. thut they huve plenty of money — 
otherwise they .could not publish a 
paper. Naturally the settlement is a 
thorn In the side of ofTlciul Russia, but 
the JapHnp.se take nothing from the Rus¬ 
sians to-day, and an ofilciul would get 
rough words who tried to intluce the

FLAVORED WITH KERNELS. 

How Dishonest Growers Extract tlie Oil 
From Nutmegs. 

The nutmeg Is the kernel of the fruit 
of several species of trees growing wild 
in Asia. Africu und America. The a cul¬ 
tivated nutmeg-tree from fifty to 
seventy feel high, and produces fruit for 
sixty years. The fruit is of the size and 
uppeurunce of a roundish pear, yellow 
in color. The fleshy port of the fruit is 
rather hard and resembles candied 
citron. Within is the nut, envelopol in 

curious yellowish-red aril known to 
us us mace. 

To prepare the seeds for use they are 
dried in u nioderule heat for about two 
months. Then the shells are broken nnd 
the nutmegs picked out and assorted, 
Ihe inferior ones being reserved for the 
oil-press. As the essential oil of nut¬ 
meg brings a high price, dishonest 
growers often steep the nutmegs In hot 
waler to extract the oil from them. 
They are then coated with lime and 
sent into the channels of commerce. 

Such nutmegs are worthless, their 
ororna and pungency have disappeared, 
these qualities being due exclusively to 
the oil. If, on Inserting a pin, no oil 
rushes out to the surface, the nutmeg 
is. to all intents and purposes, a wood¬ 
en nutmeg.

STRANGE FIGHT WITH TIGER. 

How Native Held Beast at Bay L'ntil 
Help Came. 

A nutive employed on the Chutha- 
mulni estate, in India, was returning 
one recent night from a shooting excur¬ 
sion and saw what he thought wus a 
Jackal. He shot and wounded the uni- 
mal, which mude off into the jungle. 
Early the next morning, while proceed¬ 
ing for another shoot, the man sudden¬ 
ly came across a wounded tiger lying 
in a patch of jungle. 

Presumably it was the beast, and not 
u jackal, which had been hit the previ¬ 
ous night. The tiger Immediately made 
for djie man, who hud no time to re¬ 
load his rifle. Finding no other way 
out of his difficulty, the mun Ihrew 
down.his rifle and resolved to fight it 
out with the tiger. The tiger opened 
Its jaws to seize the man. when the lat¬ 
ter shoved his arm right Into the tiger’s 
mouth. With his disengaged arm he 
leveled blow after blow at the tiger with 
all his might, and at the same time yell¬ 
ed for help. 

Hearing the man’s cries, a Paniyan 
who was on a neighboring hill, hurried 
down, and taking in the situation, went 
and fetched an estate writer, Mr. Lad- 
win. 

The latter came with a gun, but 
could do nothing at the start for fear 
of hitting the native. However, the 
latter managed by a powerful effort lo 
throw down the tiger, whereupon Mr.

WILL LONDON COLLAPSE?

DARK SHADOWS / THREATEN 
WORLD'S METROPOLIS. 

Motor Burst Cause Ruin to Property— 
Route* Depredate In 
Value. 

The outburst of Indignation which is 
Just now being focussed on the defective 
working of the motor-omnibuses in 
London shows no sign of diminishing 
In force. , / 

Point was given to the agitation the 
other day by a series of statistics given 
in Use Parliamentary papers by the 
Home Secretory. The statistics cover 
the two months May and June, and 
show the number of accidents caused by 
motor-driven vehicles in that period. 
They *are as follows 

May June 

Accidents caused by motor¬ 
cars (including motor-cycles). 556 
Number which caused personal 

injury. .. 169 

Number which proved fatal .. 4 

Accidents caused by motor- 

omnibuses .400 

Number which cuused personal 

Injury. 62 80 

Number which proved fatal ..2 3 

PARK LANE ROCKED. 

When these figures are considered in 
relation to the fact that on June 1st 
there were 10,826 motor cars and 777 
heavy motor vehicles in London, the 
latter figure including all the motor- 
onmibuses as well *ls motor-vans, a 
full justification is found for the outcry 
against the present methods of run¬ 
ning motor-omnibuses in the streets. 

Evidence of,the damage and discom¬ 
fort, the noise, the smell, the break¬ 
down, the racing, and the many other 
evils wtiich have become associated 
wiUi them, continues to accumulate. 

Even Park Lune, the home of million¬ 
aires. is rocked by the disturbance and 
chocked by the dust. 

"Tl;is house is built on exceptionally 
solid foundations," Sir Edward Sassoon 
told a London Express representative. 
"Even though the windows are only 
single ones a heavy van passing does 
not make them rattle. Yet the motor- 
omnibuses cause a regular earthquake. 
The house rumbles and shakes, and the 
stench and smoke are most disagree¬ 
able.’ 

ENDLESS CHAIN. 

The case of the residents on the east 
side of Onslow square is one of the 
worst in London. From early morning 
until long after midnight the omnibuses 
thunder by in an endless chain, and as 
the houses are near the roadway, the 
full effect of the dust, noise, odor and 
vibration is felt by the occupiers. 

An Express representative visited 
many of the residents of the squure with 
the object of ascertaining the extent of 
their sufferings. He first called on Lady 
Parsons. 

I have lived here for seven years, 1 ' 
Lady Parsons said, "und we used to 
think the horse omnibuses bad enough. 
Now, so bad is the noise of the motor- 
omnibuses that we never notice the 
others. 

"They shuke the whole house, and 
the noise seems worse in the eurly 
morning and late at night, when other 
trallic has ceased. It continues, how¬ 
ever, all day long. The omnibuses may ( 
be a convenience, but, under present. 
conditions they are u very great dis -1 
comfort to those whose houses they I 
pass.’’ 

Mrs. Butler, who has lived in the 
square for forty-six years, is perhaps 
the oldest resident. "I remember when 
It was ilnished,” she said, "and it was 
very different then—scarcely a vehicle 
passed. Now we simply cannot hear 
one unottier talk. 

"1 have almost had to give up using 
the rooms in the front of the house.

TAGS ON SALMONS' FINS 

ORIGINAL METHOD OF TRACING 
THEIR COURSE. 

Only the Liveliest Fistf Are Thus 

Adorned—Both Governments 
* Co-operating. 

For many years the course of the 
sockeye salmon after they enter Juan 
de Fuca strait has been a matter of 
much dispute. The Dominion Govern¬ 
ment has now decided to settle the 
question if possible. An ingenious 
scheme has been devised as part of this 
investigation, which is being conducted 
by Rev. G. W. Taylor, fisheries inspec¬ 
tor for Vancouver Island. Trap owners 
on both sides of the line have con¬ 
sented to co-operate in the project, and 
fishermen generally have been asked to 
lend their assistance. 

The method adopted In the endeavor 
to trace the route followed by the sal¬ 
mon consists qf a system of numbering 
tags. A machine is provided, somewhat 
resembling a paper clip press. On the 
occasion of each lift at the traps five tr 
six of the liveliest sockeyes are caught 
and a malleable iron tag pressed over 
the dorsal fin. This tag bears both 

A LETTER AND NUMBER. 

The letter gives the trap and the num¬ 
ber, the approximate dat^. Each trap 
included in the experiment is known by 
a certain letter, and each week tags with 
a different number will be used. Thus, 
for the first week the trap furthest up 
the West Coast will use tag* marked 
"Al," for the second week "A2," and so 
on. 

Whenever the sockeye is caught in a 
trup carrying tine of these tags it will 
be taken off and forwarded to the in¬ 
spector with the date, place, und hour 
of capture. From these details it is 
hope^i that a correct idea muy be ob¬ 
tained of the route taken- by the salmon 
after the run strikes the entrance of ihe 
straits. The generally accepted theory 
is that the location mentioned is whut 
might be called "the parting of the 
wuys" for the big schools of sockeyes. 
One portion enters the straits and 
eventually finds its way to the spawn¬ 
ing grounds in the Fraser Hiver, while 
the remulnder continue south and enter 
the Columbia or Sacramento for simi¬ 
lar propagatory purposes. 

The great outcry against salmon 
traps was originally caused through the 
circuitous course taken by the salmon 
to the Fraser. As far as is known, 
after passing Victoria, 

THEY ENTER HARD STRAIT, 

and then strike northeasterly to the 
eastern shore of Boundary Bay ut Point 
Roberts. Soon after the formation of 
the Anglo (B. C.) Packing Company, 
thut precluded by contract all the cun- 
nets whose business hud been pur¬ 
chased from engaging in the industry 
within British Columbia for a number of 
years, they were compelled to seek new 
locutions. A number went to Blaine and 
Anacortes, und, us a result, traps were 
erected in the vicinity of Point Roberts 
under the Tffws of Washington Stute. 
It is certain that the fish caught there 
would eventuully have entered the 
Fraser, and fishermen becume enraged 
ut the curtailment of their harvest from 
the sea. Muny .'rfeuches of the Fraser 
that formerly produced many sockeyes 
ure to-day ulmost deserted, and the 
fishermen have been compelled to go 
further and farther outside thn mouth 
of the river to obtain their fish. The 
institution of traps on the west coust 
of Vancouver Island has solved the 
problem of supply to u large extent, us 
the fish ure now caught in the vicinity 
of Victoria before striking Boundary 
Bay. This has reduced the catch on the 
Fruser considerably, .but, tuking it ull 
in all,

BUILT OF PRECIOUS ORE 


REMARKABLE STORY COMES FROM 
MEX1C6. 


Only Portion of Gold and Sliver Was 
Extracted and Reipainder Left 
In 


From Mexico comes a strange toh ■< 
a city, the houses of which are built i 
gold and silver. A great wall 100 icel 
high encompasses the city, and tills also 
is full of gold and silver. Without the 
wall are miles of mountains which con- 
cel almost incalculable amounts of sil¬ 
ver and gold. The whole represents 
an amount of wealth undreamed of even 
by the multi-millionaires of the "Arabian 
Nights." 

The most remarkable part of the story 
however, is that it comes from the au¬ 
thoritative pen of Percy F. Martin, F. R. 
G S.. and, supported by substantial 
scientific fads, is set forth in the mat¬ 
ter of fact pages of the Financial News, 
of London. 

It seems that Guanajuato, the gold 
and sliver city in question, was built by 
the Spaniards when they conquered 
Mexico. It is, indeed, the oldest city in 
that State. 

MINING MACHINERY BAD. 

But when the Spaniards set to work 
tc extract silver from the mines of La 
Luz, just withoutxthe city, the mechani¬ 
cal appliances of the time only enabled 
them to extract 65 per cent, of the stiver 
ore. The remaining 35 per cent, of sil¬ 
ver and gold which the ore also con¬ 
tained was therefore cast contemptuous¬ 
ly on one side. 

From the waste material were built 
the city and the wall about it. From 
this waste ore, too, there sprang moun¬ 
tains of refuse that In reality contained 
fortunes. 

Now these mountains of refuse, the 
walls of the city, and the house of the 
city may be demolished, that they may 
yield up to modern machinery the riches 
that they contain. 

Apart from the gold and silver hidden 
in the walls of the houses, it Is estimat¬ 
ed that the refuse heaps comprise alone 
a million tons of ore each, every ton of 
which holds $5 worth of silver.

It 
wus a very pretty picture, and quite 
well illustrated the polite bearing of the 
Japunese. who are thus trained to 
civility from'childhood. 

Before a buby cun speuk. ulmost be¬ 
fore it can totter alone, it is taught to 
lift the hand to the forehead on re¬ 
ceiving u gift; and 1 never saw u child 
fail to moke this signal of respect and 
grutitude without being reproved or re¬ 
minded of the omission by some by¬ 
stander. 

At unother place I come suddenly 
upon two pretty children, who. ap- 
prooching from Ihe opposite direction 
were completely taken by surprise, and 
hud no opportunity to escape. Their 
faces showed thut they were very much 
frightened, und Ihe younger clung 
closely to his brother. 

Just us I wus ubout to speak they 
mude Ihe most profound of reverences, 
withal so prettily that I gave them each 
a penny, demonstrating.

300 TONS OF GOLD. 

Dunk of England Reserve of 8188,000,000 

Much Too Hmull. 

Lord Goschen’s opinion, expressed at 
a dinner of the National Discount Gorily 
puny, thut England's gold reserve is 
insuflicient, was generally endorsed in 
London’s llnunciul circles. 

“]l hus been admitted for some time 
pust,” suid an eminent bunker, to the 
London Daily Mirror, “and no one is 
more uiive to the fuel than the Bunk of 
Englund itself, that there ought to be 
more gold In reserve than there is at 
present in the vuulls. 

'The Bank of Englund Is the bunk¬ 
ers' bank, und all the joint stock bunks 
keep accounts with it. Therefore* it *s 
the lust resort in the mutter of reserve 
m this country. In addition to this, 
London is the financial centre of the 
world, und any I Ming that causes mi un¬ 
easy feejing that we ure not prepared 
for any greut crisis should be removed. 

“At the present time there is about 
4:37,000,000 of gold and bullion in Ihe 
vaults of Bank of England—that Is a 
weigtit of ubout 300 tons. Now all 
banking authorities are unanimous in 
ugreeing thut this figuro is not nearly 
large enough. 

“Rut the question is, who is £9ing to 
bear the expense W increasing the re¬ 
serve? The deputy-gbvernor of tl*e Bank 
of England made u suggestion some 
lime ago that the joint stock, bunks 
should combine wilh the Bank <nf Eng¬ 
land in trying to tackle the question. 

“The joint stock compunies th»nk the 
Bunk of England ought to bear the ex¬ 
pense, but the latter say: ‘Why should 
we bear the whole cost?' 

“About £11,00,00 is issued by the 
Bank of England against the debt due 
from the Government to the-Bank, and 
£5,000.000 more is issued uguinal securi¬ 
ties. Every other note issued must Le 
against gold. 

“Of course, there is one way out of 
the difficulty. The British Government 
can always make special provision to 
safeguard the Bank should the emer¬ 
gency arise."
